Reissue Applications

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



Claims 53-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being fully met by Shimizu.

Shimizu (USP 5,696,342) discloses a tone waveform generating method and 
apparatus based on software that comprises a processor, a sound source module, and 
load detector as recited (see Col. 1 lines 45-64) wherein the variable period or 
frequency is controlled (see Col. 8 lines 17-21).
